STATE SHOULD OWN LAND. 
Probably one of the greatest mis- 
takes of judgment of the commun- 
ist leaders has been in regard to 


land questions. Being violent ex- 
treme Socialist, they believed that 
the land should be held by the state 
and worked on the most modern 
large scale of agricultural methods, 
They were against individual own- 
ership and also communal owner 
ship. where the land was divided up 
equally and passed out in rotation 
among different families. 

At the start of the first revolution 
the peasants in many districts simply 
took the land and divided it up 
among themselves. But there were 
always quarrels and endless troubles 
between the small land owners and 
landless peasant la rs. When 
the communist party came into pow- 
er they always took the side of the 
poor farm laborer against the 
richer small owner. but, instead of 
Permitting thie laborer to claim 
land and to divide it, the govern- 
ment would order that the great 
estates should be held intact as 
state properties and worked as such.. 

All this meant there was contin- 
ual friction, not only between dif- 
ferent classes of peasants, but be- 
tween all thése different classes and 
the government. No one was happy. 
and all the peasant millions were 
againat the government. 

‘Revolts were the answer, and dur- 
ing this spring there have been 
many very severe and bloody peas- 
ant uprisings. The fact they were 
always local affairs and never or- 
ganized made it possible for the so- 
viet government to put them down, 
but the flame of discontent has 
grown steadily. The peasants haye 
Gumbiy signified their determtnat! 
to fight back with a “grow no food 
for cities” strike, the strangest, 
most subtle protest against city dic- 
tatorship that the world ever has 


n. 

In looking around madb for some 
means of combating this unrest the 
government picked out the small 
farmer as being the most plausible 
hope. Deliberately, the communists 
have set out to court him and to line 
him up on their side. Recently in 
& speech at an extraordinary session 
of the Moscow soviet Lenine said, 
“Our first duty is to help with all 
means in the prosecution of the 
war and, secondly, to help the mid- 
dle peasant. We must go into vil- 
lages to teach Socialism, but we must 
not teach the peasant agriculture, 
but must learn from him instead.” 

At the same time Kalin, former 
peasant who recently was elected 
president of the All-Russian Central 
Executive Committee for the simple 
reason that he had their respect, had 
this to say about the middle peas- 


ants: 

“The parties hostile to us try to 
create enmity between us and the 
middle peasantry. We must con- 
vince the middle peasantry that the’ 
working class, having in its pos- 
session the factories and shops, has 
made no attempt, and does not in- 
tend to make any attempt, on the 
small properties of the peasant. 
Neither thé old nor new programme 
of the communist says that we will 
forcibly centralize the peasants’ 
lands and drive them into com- 
munes, etc. Quite to the contrary, 
we say definitely that we shall use 
all our efforts to improve and or- 
ganize the peasants on farms, heip- 
ing them technically as well as in 
other ways.”

DEFENDS TREATY TO 
AMERICAN SOLDIERS. 


FRENCH CAPTAIN ASKS THEM 
TO BEAR WITNESS TO THE 
FRIENDSHIP OF FRANCE. 


{BY GABLE AND 

BEAUNE (France) Thursday, May 
29. t. Andre Tardieu, member 
of the Frenéh peace delegation, de- 
fended the trea of peace in an 
address delivered today at the clos 
ing exercises of Beaune University 
where 10,000 American student sol- 
diers have been studying since the 
ormistice. He said, in discussing 
the treaty: 

“First, it is honest, it agrees with 
our programme of war, with our 
public engagements and with our 
conception of international life. 

“While he is studying and discuss- 
ing this same treaty, the enemy well 
knows that he has a block of gran- 
ite in front t him. If any one tries 
to belittle this solidarity he there- 
by confesses that he has learned 
nothing from the lessons of the war 
or from the creative greatness of 
our union. 

“Finally, it is efficient, for in that 
world which it invites to peace it 
makes Germany truly harmless, It 
forces her to repair everything 
which she should and can repair.“ 

Capt. Tardieu warned the Ameri- 
cans against intrigues at home and 
abroad, which, he said, tended to 
break down the friendship between 
America and France. Capt. Tardieu 
asked that the American soldiers tell 
the people of the United States of 
the true conditions in France. . 

“You will tell of France just as 
you have seen her,” be said. “You 
have seen her fighting in the front 
line, you have seen her at work be- 
hind the Lines. 

“We at this end will tell how two 
years ago you had nothing of the 
many things which go to make mod- 
ern war, and how sixteen months 
later you were 2,000,000 strong in 
our land. We will algo say that dur- 
ing the labor of the conference our 
just claims found no more far-see- 
ing advocate than President Wood- 
row Wilson. You will say that you 
were quite aware of all the in- 
trigues on foot intended to darken 
the purity of our mutual friendship. 
We will say that we see clearly the 
game of nes for whom the loosen- 
ing of our common vonds is but an 
instrument of reaction or one of 
revolution.”

ASKS CONGRESS 
FORCE COMBINE. 


Western Union President for 
Joint Wire Service, 


Defends Burleson Operation 
and Blames Postal. 


Head of Latter Company Says 
Wholly Untrue. 


(St A. F. NIGHT WIRS.! 

WASHINGTON, May 30.-——-Charges 
by Newcomb Carlton, president of 
the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, that Edward Reynolds, for- 
merly general manager of the Postal 
Telegraph-Cable Company, had at- 
tempted to make government oper- 
ation of the telegraph system a fail- 
ure, and an alternate defense of an 
attack upon Postmaster - General 
Burleson, were features of today’s 
hearings before the Senate Com- 
merce Committee on Legislation 
for the return of the telegraph and 
telephone properties. | 

Mr. Cariton told the committee 
Mr. Reynolds, at the request of Mr. 
Burleson, worked out a plan for co- 
ordination of the wires, but at the 
same time sent letters to officials 
of the Postal company “asking them 
to make government operation a 
failure.” Mr. Reynolds subsequent- 


ly was relieved of his duties as gen- 
eral manager by the Postmaster- 


ATTACHES NO BLAME. 
Operation of the wire systems 
under direction of Mr. Burleson was 
defended by Mr. Carlton, who de- 
clared the Postmaster-General had 
no more to do with deterioration of 


the telephone and telegraph com- 
panies than members of the Serate 
committee. A superman, he said, 
could have prevented deteriora- 
tion; “it was a result of “natural 
conditions.” 

A direct opposite view was ex- 
pressed by Mr. Reynolds, who took 
the stand at his own request. 
Reynolds declared some of the dec- 
larations of Mr. Carlton regarding 
relations between the Postal com- 
pany and Mr. Burleson were “whol- 
ly untrue.” 

Mr. Reynolds will conclude his 
statement Monday. Just 
committee adjourned today 
formed the Senators he Sich “Have 
something more to say about Mr.

FOR ANTI-TRUST AMENDMENT. 


In beginning his testimony today 
Mr. Carlton urged amendment of 
the Sherman anti-trust law to per- 
mit the wire companies to operate 
a joint service immediately after 
their return to private ownership. 
Chairman Cummins expressed 
“great sympathy” with the sugges- 
tion, but said he did not see how 
the Sherman law would stand in 
the way? 

Mr. Cariton said he had no re- 
medial legislation to suggest as the 
Western Union was able to take care 
of itself after the government re- 
linquished control. He added, how- 
ever, that he would like to see the 
United States at this time setting a 
world-wide example in the combined 
use of the telegraph and telephone 
services, with provisions making it 
mandatory upon all companies to 
participate. Such a plan, he said, 
would aid the country’s prosperity. 
Mr. Carlton declared the govern- 
ment made a grave mistake in 1914 
in ordering the divorcement of the 
Western Union and the Bell Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company. 


ACCUSES POSTAL COMPANY. 


In opening his statement, Mr. Carl- 
ton went into a detailed account of 
the differences between officials of the 
Postal Telegraph Cable Company 
and Postmaster-General Burleson. 
He denied he had ever been in con- 
trol of the Postal properties under 
government operation and said there 
had been no change in the Postal 
organization or method of opera- 
tions under Federal control. 

Mr. Cariton said that at the re- 
quest of Mr. Burleson, Edward 
Reynolds, general manager of the 
Postal company, laid out a plan ot 
co-ordination of the wires, but at 
the same time sent letters to Postal 
officials, asking them to make gov- 
ernment operation a failure.” 

“Did you personally see one of 
those letters?” asked Senator Wat- 
son, Indiana. 

“Yes,” was the reply. 

WATSON SAYS “HEARSAY.” 


Were vou ever present at any ot 


and Mr. Surleson?” asked the In- 
diana Senator. 

No,“ answered Mr. Carlton. 

“What you say then is hearsay 
and comes from what Mr. Burieson 
or somebody else told you?” said 
Senator Watson. 

Denying that he desired to see the 
Postal company put out of business, 
Mr. Cariton sald the Postal by its 
competition saved the Western Un- 
fon many millions of dollars annual- 
ly in supervision. 

According to the witness the 
Western Union handled about 95 per 
cent. of the government's business 
during the war. He explained in 
reply to questions of airman 
Cummins that the Postal company 

issued orders discouraging the 
taking of government business. 
DEFENDS BURLESON. 

Mr. Carlton made a plea for re- 
tention of the 20 per cent. increase 
in rates granted under government 
operation, declaring that if there 
was a reduction it might have to 
come out of the pockets of em- 
ployees, who now are “very mod- 
erately paid. 

The witness told the committee 
that while there had been a de- 
terioration of service under govern- 
ment operation he did not hold the 
government responsible. 

“The Postmaster-General had 
nothing more to do with detertora- 
tion of the telephone and telegraph 
service than you yourself.“ said he. 
“A superman could not have pre- 
vented deterioration. It was a re- 
sult of natural conditions.” 

“But he did not stop it,” inter- 
jected Senator Poindexter, Republic- 
an, Washington. 

“No, and nobody else could have 
stopped it.” 

Mr. Cariton declared there had 
been “unmistakable benefits to the 
business and perhaps collateral 
benefits to the public,” under gov- 
ernment management. The position 
of his company, he added, was made 
more comfortable “by virtue of be- 
ing buttressed a guarantee.“

Edward Reynolds, of the Postal 
Company, who testified yesterday, 
was given permission to make a fur- 
ther statement. He declared some 
of the declarations of Mr. Carlton 
concérning relations between the 
companies and Mr. Burleson were 
“wholly untrue.” 

The Postmaster-General, he said. 
had interfered with the internal 
management of the Postal, that the 
company’s staff was scattered, local 
Postal signs abolished and men who 
were not qualified were appointed to 
important posts. Quoting from a 
letter from the Postal manager in 
San Francisco, in which the man- 
ager “thanked God for a Republican 
Congress,” Mr. Reynolds said: 

“Conditions were such that we felt 
we could not get a square deal un- 
less we had a Republican Congress. 
The Postal had no contract with the 
government and was being robbed of 
money and deliberateiy jobbed.“ 

HOUSE COMMITTEE SITS. 


Hearing on legislation for the re- 
turn of the wire properties also was 
begun today before the House Com- 
merce Committee, with N. C. Kings- 
bury, vice-president of the Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, and Carter D. Jackson, chair- 
man of the Wisconsin Railroad 
Commission, as witnesses. 

Mr. Kingsbury said government 
officials had not interfered with op- 
eration of his company, but that 
service had been impaired because 
government control had depressed 
the morale of the employees. 


MAY KEEP ON SAVING 
DAYLIGHT IN SUMMER. 


STEERING COMMITTEE CALIS 
OFF REPEAL AS RIDER TO

WASHINGTON, May 30.—It does 
not now seem probable that the ex- 
tra hour of daylight afforded by the 
daylight-saving scheme will be lost 
this summer. This was indicated 
when the Rules Committee, on ad- 
vice of the Republican Steering Com- 
mittee, refused today to report out 
a special rule making the repeal of 
the daylight-saving plan a rider on 
the agricultural bill now under con- 
sideration in the House. Unless the

Mr. | issue by Congress will be delayed un- 


til the end of the summer. 

Desperate efforts are being made 
by Congressmen from agricultural 
districts to force the repeal through, 
and it is almost conceded that the 
House would pass the measure if it 
could be brought up. But the oppo- 
nents of the repeal are just as de- 
termined, and they will use every 
parliamentary advantage to prevent 
the vote being taken. 

If the repeal is not fixed as a rider 
on the agriculttiral bill it probably 
win eventuate that hearings will 
be held by the House committee, 
and this will defer action. Then the 
repeal must be passed on by the 
House. It must then go to the Sen- 
ate, where more hearings will be 
held by the Interstate Commerce 
Committee.

ARCHANGEL ARMY IS 
FIGHTING BIG ODDS. 


SMALD FORCE OF ALLIES HAS 
MANY OFFICERS, RUT RUS- 
SIANS STAY AWAY. 


(BY A. r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 1 

ARCHANGEL, March 20.—The 
tabloid warfare that the American 
doughboys and a miscellaneous col- 
lection of Allies have been waging 
against the Bolsheviki up in, 
Aurora Borealis land since the land- 
ing of an Allied s 
at Archangel, on August 3, has had 
most of the thrills of the big war 
in France, with a few pet perils all 
of its own. 


In the summer. it was a game of 
bushwackinzg, boy scouting, hide and 
seek and Indian fighting in the 
swamps, with the added attractions 
of airplanes, shrapnel, high explo- 
sives, trench mortars, gunboats and 
armored trains. In winter, when 
the thermometer registers around 
30 deg. below zero, it is something 
like an Eskimo tribal feud, the E- 
kimos being equipped with all mod- 
ern devices for putting their oppo- 
nents out of the combat. 

The Allied North Russian 
ditionary Force, whose backbone is 
the Yank doughboy, has been fight- 
ing during the winter against dou- 
ble, or triple, or quadruple odds. 
These Yanks and Tommies and 
poilus and half a dozen varieties of 
Russians and Poles have been scat- 
tered out in thin columns, operating 
over a territory about as large as 
Germany and colder than Medicine 
Hat or Moose Jaw. There were sev- 
en or eight of these columns and 
they branched out like a palm leaf 
fan from its handle, which is Arch- 
angel, stretching far and wide from 
the wastes of the Pechora River, on 
the shores of the Arctic Ocean, not 
very far from the Siberian bound- 
ary, to the scarcely less frozen coun- 
try of Onega Bay, west of Archan- 

where th connect with the 
urmansk, or Kola force. 

Each of these columns has pene- 
trated inland, along railroad, high- 
road, river or forest trajl, into the 
territory of the Bolshe and, on 
most of them, Yanks have been at 
the far front, where the trouble is 
thickest. ‘And, as most of the 
Americans who have met John Bol- 
shevik face to face will tell you, as} 
a trouble-maker, John is active, es- 
pecially when he has one outnum- 
bered and outgunned. 

Back in the early days of sum- 
mer, before they really knew very 
much about ft, the powers-that- 
were who planned this expedition 
had a very poor opinion of the Bol- 
sheviki’s fighting qualities. When 
the origina) Archangel expedftion- 
ary force, which set sail from Mur- 
mansk, on Kola Bay, this corporal’s 
guard that was to successfull 
vade the largest country 
world, consisted of 1400 men. Fifty 
American bluejackets from the U.. 
8. Olympia, who were among these 
Russian “Old Contemptibles,” were 
the first to set their feet upon the 
dock at Archangel. When the Al- 
lies landed the Bolsheviki had gone. 

TOO MANY OFFICERS. 

This original expedition of 1400 
included British sallors and ma- 
tines, French soldiers and salilors, 
Amertean sailors, Russians, Poles 
and a scattering representat'on of 
six other nationalities, eleven in all. 
It was all cluttered up with officers. 
There were two British generals, 
colonels and lieutenant-colonels ga- 
lore, a horde of majors and great 
flocks of captaine—the idea being 
that one would need plenty of offi- 
cers to direct the Russian forces 
which were eagerly awaiting to 
spring to arms. Most of these off- 
cers are quite busy at other jobs, 
while they are still waiting for the 
to spring. And the Rus- 
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do so. , 

This force split itself up into two 
or three columns that set out to take 
Vologda, on the railroad, and Kot- 
lass, on the Dvina. The Bolsheviki, 
it seems, were expecting a much 
larger landing force, and they scur- 
ried very fast at first. In the past 
six months of hard fighting in the 
swamps and snow the entire North 
Russian expeditionary force hasn't 
zone much farther than this little 
expedition of “Old Contemptibles” 
went in two weeks, and at times it 
has been a hard fight to hold what 
the originals took in a walk-away. 

When the Bolsheviki started re- 
treating they expected to make a 
stand at Vologda. Instead, when 
they found the Allies were only a 
handful, and inadequately equipped, 
they just turned around and fought 
us. They’ve been fighting us ever 
since, and probably will keep on 
fighting us until we get a force of 
somewhere nearly equal numbers.

TO ARBITRATE. 
Crowds of Idle Men Parade 
| Winnipeg Streets. 


Railway Brotherhood Execu- 
tives Offer to Mediate. 


Of 1000 Striking City Em- 
ployees 450 Return. 


(BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE! . 

WINNIPEG, May 30. —Arbitratior 
of the differences between the Metal 
Trades Council of Winnipeg and the 
leading industrial employers was be- 
gun officially today at an hour when 
tension caused by the general strike 
deadlock, which began May 15, 
seemed to be approaching the break- 
ing int. 

For the first time since the gen- 
eral walkout crowds of idie men 
paraded through the business dis- 
trict, jeering doing work 
usually performed by union men. 
Some of these marchers joined * 
delegation of returned soldiers who 
paraded in front of the Parliament 
Building insisting that the govern- 
ment do something at once. The 
men were told the government was 
considering the advisability of legis- 
lation to enforce the principle of 
collective bargaining and that the 
offer of mediation by executives of 
the railway brotherhoods had been 
accepted by the leading forces con- 
cerned. 

The men dispersed after these ari- 
nouncements but told Premier Nor- 
ris they would march to Parllament 
again at 11 a.m. tomorrow. 
Members of the railroad brother- 
hoods made the first movement to- 
ward actual arbitration made since 
the strike began causing city officials 
to make changes in the programme 
arranged for today. Nothing was 
done regarding resumption of street 
car service. The matter of imme- 
diate dismissal of policemen who re- 
fused to sign the anti-sympathetic 
strike pledge was left for decisién at 
a special Council meeting this eve- 
ning.

From pre- 
historic times the coast of Chile has 
been noted for its diverse and ex- 
tensive fisheries. The fishes are so 
plentiful that sea birds by the mil- 
lions, feeding on them, are found 
along the coast, and the numerous 
guano islands indicate the great 
length of time the birds have fre- 
quented these waters. 
With methods similar to those 
used in the United States and other 
conntries, the fishing industry could 
be revolutionized and established on 
a very large scale. The present 
methods in Chile are no more ad- 
vanced than they were thousands of 
years ago.

who make their appearance at the 
employment office of the United 


States Department of Labor, accord- | 


ing to Miss Laura Tulett, acting 
Federal State director for New 
Mexico. Since the local office sends 
out men to all parts of the south- 
west, Miss Tulett has her finger on 
the employment pulse of a large 
region. 


“The besetting weakness of men 
who apply here for help in getting 
jobs,” said Miss Tulett, “is the de- 
sire to have transportation fur- 
nished them. It doesn’t. matter 
much to them where they are sent, 
as long as some one else buys their 
ticket for them.” 

While Miss Tulett stepped to an- 


other room to consult some records, | 


a large negro entered the employ- 
ment office. 

“Are you shipping out anybody 
now, boss?“ was the first query. 

According to Miss Tulett, there is 
no pronounced balance either in 
favor of supply or of demand. Both 
men and work are plentiful. Some 
of the “prospectives,” however, are 
said to be captious as to the kind 
of work they will accept. 

The greatest demand is for com- | 
mon laborers and for house and car 
carpenters. Good railroad machin- 
ists likewise have little difficulty in 
obtaining work. The poorest | 
mand is for clerical help. This is 
explained by the fact that many of 
the applicants for office positions 
are tuberculous, and the number of 
—— bealth-seekers in this State is 

rge. 

Two-thirds of the applicants for 
work have no trades. Being migra- 
torily inclined, many of them are

RARCELONA’'S GENERAD STRIKE 
IS BLAMED ON GEKMAN 
PROPAGANDA.

BARCELONA (Spain) April 2.— | 


German propaganda and the spread 
of Bolshevik ideas among the work- 


ing men are, in part, blamed tor 


the general strike which took place 
here last week. It is generally be- 
lieved that the s have all 
along been working to create trouble 
among the Spanish laboring men. 
Their machinations during the war 
were exposed by the Madrid daily 
El Sol, which showed how the Ger- 
man Embassy was 
provoking labor troubles both in 
Barcelona and Madrid. It was re- 
ported two weeks ago that a wire- 
less message had been intercepted 
asking that further fundg be sent 
here for propaganda work. 

The wealth which the war brought 
to this manufacturing district of 
Spain was not shared by the work- 
ing people. While the cost of living 
steadily increased, wages remained 
unaltered or ineufficiently increased. 

Bolshevik ideas began to spread 
and were judiciously fostered by un- 
identified persons who 
funds and organization. All workers. 
including clerks in offices, were 
forced by threats to join the labor 
*yndicates. Those who refused were 
warned by anonymous letters and if 
they disregarded these warnin 
were murdered by masked men. The 
police failed to discover the au- 
thors of these crimes. 

The strike began among the em- 
Ployees of the light and power com- 
pany and the city was left w'thout 
street cars or e ric light. The 
government mobilized the strikers, | 
but the tramway conductors refused 
to take the cars out under military 
orders and were arrested and taken 
to the fortress of Montjuich. 

Finally the Madrid rovernment 
obliged the light and power com- 
pany to concede the demands ot the 
men, but the army authorities re- 
fused the demand of the union that 
the imprisoned conductors be lib- 
erated. 

The general strike ensued and the 
city was left without light, power 
or transport.

STANDING ARMY WILL 
BE HUGE UNIVERSITY. 


ACADEMIC AND VOCATIONAL 
EDUCATION FURNISHED TO 
ENLISTED MEN. 


[BY A. F. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. } 

PARIS, April 22.—A great new 
educational force in the shape of the 
American Regular Army will come 
into being in the United States in 
the near future if the present plans 
of government officials, army of- 
ficers and prominent civilian edu- 
cators are realized. 

Briefy, it is proposed to make 
Uncle Sam's standiing army a huge 
yniversity in which the young men 
of the country will receive not only 
physical and military training, but 
will be given opportunities to ac- 
quire academic and vocational learn- 
ing which might be beyond their 
reach in civil life. The old days of 
virtual wastage of time which rep- 
resented almost blank pages in the 
life diary of the soldier will be a 
thing of the past. Instead of being 
turned back into civil life in a more 
helpless state than when he entered 
the army he will be equipped to 
wage a vigorous fight for his place 
in the sun of the business or pro- 
fessional world. 

The possibilities of this plan have 
been demonstrated in the wonder- 
ful work done during the past few 
months by the Educational Com- 
mission in the American Expedi- 
tionary Force in France. Since the 
signing of the armistice something 
like 460,000 American soldiers have 
been appreciably benefitted by the 
army schools, which have been put 
within the reach of every man and 
which have provided facilities to 
study almost every conceivable sub- 
ject, from farming to philosophy. 

Few of the army educators in 
France redlized at the outset how 
great a work they were starting. 
The avidity with which the en- 


listed man and his officer have 
seized upon the proffered opportun- 
ities has astounded them. 


With this object lesson before it, 
the army has been inspired to 
carry on this work at home in the 
standing forces. The project.as- 
sumes, it is understood, that the 
standing army of the future will be 
a comparatively large one, and that 
there may be a short period of com- 
pulsory training for the youths of 
the country, although the scheme is 
not dependent upon the compulsory 
feature. 

Under the new system all sub- 
jects would be taught, from A, B, 
C. for the illiterate, up through 
perhaps the first year of university 
work. Vocational training would 
natu form a most important 
phase of the programme. Boys who 
had had no opportunity for school- 
ing before entering the army would 
be started on their way and would 
be permitted to re-enlist at the ex- 
piration of their service in order 
to carry on their studies. Others, 
who perhaps had finished high 
school, would be given a chance 
to begin their college course so that 
there would be no waste of time in 
hey were planning to go into 
professions or business. 

There would be military training, 
of course, and the soldiers would 
be made aé nearly physically perfect 
as possible. A large part of their 
time, however. would be devoted, if 
they so desired, to improving their 
minds. Thus, the army believes any 
boy, no matter what his standing 
in society, would be materiAlly bene- 
fitted by his period of service with 
the colors. 

Probably the man who would 

rot most would be the one who 
— acquired either no eduction or 
had been forced to leave school at 
an early : for example, a New 
York Bast Side boy who has left 
school to help support the family 
and has no equipment to enable him 
to secure tiucrative work and 80 
drifts about in unskilled labor. If 
he enters the army. he is to be 
put to work in the school, housed 
and fed, and paid a regular wage 


ficient enough in his trade so that 
he can secure a job with good 
pros The gate to the broad 
highway will be opened to him. 

Tt is believed by educators that 
many poor youths will devote not 
only one year to the army but will 
remain for several in order 
to acquire at least some higher 
education. 

This, in brief. ts the plan which 
is being worked on in Paris now 
by prominent men who have every 
hope that it will be carried out.

VAST FOOD SUPPLIES 


READY FOR RUSSIANS. 


ALLIED MISSION AT BALTIC 
PORTS TO FEED SLAVS AS 
REDS RECEDE. 


{BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.! 

PARIS, May 29.—Maj. Heath is 
in Helsingfors and Cols. Logan and 
Barber are at other Baltic ports 
preparing to dispatch 20,000 tons of 
food which either has arrived or is 
destined to arrive at Libau, Reval 
and other Baltic ports. The state- 
ment says Riga’s 300,000 inhabi- 
tants will be relieved as well as the 
starving in Petrograd. 

It adds that the Bolsheviki have 
hen compelled to withdraw to the 
outskirts of Riga for fear of the 
mobs and that the city is in the 
throes of anarchy. 

The advance guard of the anti- 
Bolsheviki have entered Riga with 
trainloads of supplies. 


NEW YORK, May 30.— Letters 
asking immediate recognition of the 
Kolchak anti-Bolshevik government 
at Omsk, Siberia, by the United 
States, were sent yesterday to every 
member of Congress by the Amer- 
wan Defense Society. The letters 
ask the passage of a joint resolu- 
tion urging President Wilsdn to co- 
operate with the Allies in recogni- 
tion of the Omsk administration. 


WASHINGTON, May  30.—The 
Russian soviet government has de- 
cided “to mobilize for active mili- 
tary service in the Red army on the 
entire territory of the Russian (so0- 
viet) republic all former soldiers of 
the old demobilized army returning 
from Germany and Austria,” advices 
to the State Department today from 
Archangel said.

physicians are striving with might 
and main to prevent an outbreak of 
the plague in the region extending 
along the north shore of the Aegean 
Sea from Saloniki to Constantinople. 
In this work the British, French and 
Greek armies and the American Red 
Cross are co-operating. : 

“America and England as well as 
the far off corners of tie earth can- 
not afford”in these days to ignoro 
outbreaks of disease, no matter 
where they occur,” declared a Brit- 
igh sanitary officer in charge of the 
work of cleaning up Constantinople. 
“If the plague is allowed to breed 
here in,the Near East sooner or later 
it will reach England and America. 
And its ravages if allowed to spread 
will exceed those of the so-called in- 
fluenza.” 

Eastern Macedonia which has 
been a battleground for centuries and 
which since 1912 has been fought 
over again and again is today a hor- 
rible mess. The early summer sun 
ie breeding flies and mosquitoes by 
the millions, the unhealthy Struma 
Valley is steaming with malarial 
vapors, the streets of Drama, Seres, 
Kavalla, Xanthi and the hundreds of 
other small villages are filthy beyond 
belief. 

The returned refugees live in shell- 
shattered ruins under sanitary con- 
ditions unspeakable. Their rags are 
alive with vermin. From the big 
Red Cross warehouse at Kavalla 
housing 300 families of refugees 
from five to a dozen dead from ty- 
phus were removed daily last month. 
The refugees were easy victims aft- 
er many months of semi-starvation 
in Bulgaria. 

The children of Eastern Mace- 
donia are pitiful sights, suffering the 
results of eemi-starvation, with their 
little ribs showing plainly through 
their taut drawn flesh. With hollow 
lack-luster eyes they lie about on 
the streets in the sun indifferent to 
their fate. 

Each day tens of thousands cf 
loaves of bread are distributed by the 
Red Cross in dozens of Serbian, 
Macedonian and Rumanian citios. 
Bales of clothing are given out to 
the neediest. Serums against dis- 
ease are injected in thousands of 
peasants and “delousing” baths are 
given to those living in crowded cen- 
ters.

IN FRAUD CASE. 


Epochal Ruling by Bledsoe 
Expected in Few Days. 
Involves Title to Thousands 
of Acres of Oil Land. 


0 Tract was Concealed. 


It was rumored yesterday that 
United States District Judge Bled- 
soe will hand down his long-expected 
decision in the suit brought by the 
government against the Southern Pa- 
cific, involving hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres of valuable oll land 
in Kern county, within the next ten 
days. 


The general claim of fraud is the 
crux of the case of the government, 
which charges that the oil-bearing 
qualities of the land were known to 
the agents of the corporation when 
selections were made under the law 
giving the railway evefy alternate 
section of land along its line, for the 
encouragement of the road's con- 
struction. It is charged further, 
that the true character of the en- 
tries were concealed from the gov- 


made as to its character for agricul- 
tural worth. 

The railroad retorts that the ac- 
tion is barred by the statute of lim- 
itation, and a general denial of 
fraud is made. It is further de- 
clared, in defense, that thousands 
of acres of this land were d 
of at a ridiculously low price, which 
would not have been the case if 
there had been any reason to sus- 
pect that there was oil in commer- 
cial paying quantities. 

The case is one of the most im- 
portant in point of money value of 
the land involved ever tried in this 
country, and Judge Bledsoe has

A half-dozen attorneys have died or
